Ack, one of my favorites pieces of gear, a bench power supply, 
has had a major failure. Any leads on finding a schematic for an HP 712A? 


This nice size back breaker sports 0-500vdc regulated thru 4 big 
pass tubes at up to 200ma, 10A of 6.3vac and a 0 to -150 vde bias. It has 
two big meters for V and I and a variac in the middle to set the HV, right 
over the HV ON switch and a red panel lamp. Another switch below the 
V meter selects 0-150, 0-500 and the bias voltage. 


My tale of woe is that I left it run an extended period unattended to 
burn in some NE-2's (another long story) and found it dead. Fuse open. 
Put in a new fuse and got lots of sparks. One ceramic 5U4 tube socket 
scorched from pin to chassis. Ouch. Found one big non-polarized 4mfd 
600V cap shorted. Disconnected. Still sparks. Removed socket and left 
dangle. Then while applying power an, uh, .01 or so 1000Vdc cap blew 
like a firecracker. Called it quits after that until a source of 
intelligence is 
located. I wouldn't be too suprised to find a primary with some turns 
shorted zorching the entire unit with too much secondary emf. Just a guess. 


Anyway, I'm contemplating the ultimate disposition of this otherwise 
find, irreplacable piece of gear. Sure would like to rescue it, but it may 
end up 
on the chopping block and organs scattered to the parts bins.

AND, as payment, i could use 2 olde dogbone style resistors for a 30 + 30 regen 
receiver, 

i think it used 10k for first 30's plate load, and 100k for the second 30's grid 
resistor. 


But if you don't have them, this REL ( Radio Equipment Laboratories ) thing is 
still free.

MFP means Moisture & Fungus Proofing treatment as you said. I'm not totally 
certain but I think MWO 11-850-1-3 means that MWO 11-850-1, -2 and -3 have 
been applied. I don't have -1 or -2 but T.0. 16-40BC-3 combines them and 
they involve replacement of paper dielectric capacitors BC-312-N, 342-N, 
314-G and 344-D built on certain order numbers. -3 (dated 2/1/45) I have as 
the AAF T.0. 16-40BC-9. It was a capacitor change to reduce leakage on the 
AVC buss. SIG 27 would be MWO SIG 27 but I don't have it and don't know what 
it contained. TB SIG 213 is "Digest of Field Reports for Signal Corps 
Equipment". It was published at intervals. The one that I have is dated 10 
July 1953 plus some supplements up through 1956. It appears that the later 
edition is cumulative (includes at least most of what was in the earlier). 

In terms of the BC-342, it gives corrective action to correct generally low 
IF sensitivity after accomplishment of MWO SIG 11-850-3 (which is Change 1 to 
-3) and replacement of C-76. Plus a fix for excessive RF hash from the 
dynamotor in the BC312. Plus an explanation of failure mechanisms in molded 
case paper-dielectric capacitors (wood-flour filled phenolic molding 
material) and mention of MWO SIG 11-850-4 and -5 which cover replacement of 
said capacitors in BC-312/342 and BC-314/344 respectively.
